The French Entirely te Blame—France 
Wilt Wake Amends. 


A London special says :—Further details 
have been received from Freetown, capital 
of Sierra Leone, of the killing of British 
troops by the Freneb. The British were 
encamped in the Cennoh district, near 
Warins. Their camp was within the Brit- 
ish sphere, At daylight, December 23, they 
were attacked By French force, consist. 
ing of 30 Beneg sharpshooters and 
1,200 natives w ere headed by Lieut. 
Moritz. Wh vy were fired upon the 
British at once sgeponded, and the French 
shortly afterwards retired. Lieut, Moritz. 
was wounded and captured by the British. 
He was avestioned by his captors as to his 
reasous for attacking them, and explained 


that the British troops, who were blacks, | 


Were taken for members of the Sofas tribes, 
and their European oilicers, who were 
deeply tanned by the African sun, for 
Arabs.
